Bradtlrreti has a tabulated statemen 


of the Vjank suspensions for the fire 
•even months of 1893. The suspension 
each month were as follows: January 
7, February 5, March 5, April 12, Maj 
67-, June 126, July 218, total, 428. Th 
number of suspensions in August i 
not given, but it is known that then 
was u considerable decrease in tha 
month as compared with July. 


The banks are classified as follows 


National 113, state 134, savings 42, pri 
vate 125, trust 9, investment and mort 
gage 5; total, 428. 


Dp to July 1st 54 of these banks, 1 


of which are nationals, are known to 
have resumed and probably a much 
larger number since then, as resump 
tions are not so readily reported as 
failures.

Since early in August the resump- 


tions according to reports have been in 
excess off the suspensions, and so far 
in September the failures have been 
nominal and the impression prevails 
that the period of greatest financial de- 
pression is past, though congress has 
done nothing to relieve the stringency 
in the money market. 


ADMISSION Of 
TJSUKITOKIJSS. 


A bill has been introduced in the 


house of representatives to enable the 
people of Arizona, New Mexico, Okla- 
homa and Utah to frame and adopt 
constitutions and state governments. 
Two of those territories—New Mexico 
and Utah—have a population respect- 
ively of 153,593 and 207,905. This ought 
to eutitio them to admission as 
Wyoming became n state a few years 
ago with a 
population 
of 
62,000, 


aad Idaho was admitted at the same 
time with a population of not over 75,- 
000. 
Thou, howovpr, it was expected 


that those states would remain Repub- 
lican, and as both houses and the ad- 
ministration were of that p >litical faith 
at the time, population and resources 
were secondary considerations. 


To-day the administration and both 


houses of congress are Democratic, as 
are Utah and Now Mexico, Ordinarily 
under such circumstances they would 
be admitted to 
statehood, but a 


majority of the house of representa- 
tives consider the financial question ot 
greater importance than party names 
and that tnajorty, which is composed 
of Deinocratsaud "Republicans, will not 
strengthen the silver cause by admitting 
two silver slates. It may therefore be 
accepted as a foregone conclusion that 
Arizona, New Mexicoand Utah will not 
be given the privilege of managing 
their own affairs during the present 
session of congress. 
The gold bugs 


know that no state or territory west of 
the Missouri can be counted as certain 
for either of the old parties and as they 
hate silver congressmen as the devil 
does holy water they will not increase 
the number by admitting new states. 


THIS CAMPAIGN IN VIRGINIA. 


Great interest is manifested in the 


result of the Virginia campaign. Con- 
gressman O'Farrell has been nomi- 
nated for governor on a platform which 
endorses the financial plank of the 
Chicago platform. The Populists have 
nominated E. It. Cocke for the same 
office on a free coinage platform. 
O'Farrell is backed by tne administra- 
tion and Cocke is assisted by the Popu- 
list members of congress, who propose 
to furnish as many speakers as possible 
during the campaign. 


Both senators and six of the ten 


representatives from Virginia are free 
coinage men and the present situation 
places them between two flres. They 
cannot sustain the administration can- 
didate for governor and favor free sil- 
ver, and unless some sort of a compro- 
mise is effected before election, there 
will bo a general stampede to the Pop- 
ulist ranks. 


The free coinage men in congress 


have issued an address to all who be- 
lieve in the remonetization of silver 
outlining the situation in Virginia and 
calling upon them to send contribu- 
tions to a campaign fund to C. H. Pier- 
son, care of the Virginia Sun, Richmond, 
Virginia, They purpose making an 
aggressive campaign and do all in then- 
power to elect the silver ticket. 


The Denver Nnws, which has been dis- 


posed to favor the organization of a 
Democratic Silver party has come out 
squarely for the People's party. 
It 


says: "Lincoln favored a government 
•of the people, by the people and for 
the people.' Now, let the people unite 
as a people with the People's party and 
rescue our afflicted people from British 
control.'*

It reports that he has 
been to the executive mansion with a 
suggestion to the effect that it will be 
impossible to secure action on the par! 
of the senate until the repeal forces 
shall agree to some compromise which 
the silver men will accept. 


Gorman's former friendship for the 


white metal and the fact that he is 
personally 
on 
good terms 
with 


senators from the silver states together 
with the fact that he has long been one 
of the Democratic leaders in the sen- 
ate caused this report to appear very 
plausible, notwithstanding many cir- 
cumstances which seemed to confirm 
;he report.

Two engines, of which the 
resistance waa measured repeatedly and 
xrand to be 19 pounds per ton at 87 miles 
>er hour, were coupled together and 
Lgain tried. In the second trial the re- 
sistance fell to 14 pounds per ton, the 
second engine being shielded from at- 
mospheric resistance by the first. It 
strikes me that there is an idta for some 
nventor half unmasked in this item.—

An Old Carpet IVortU 85,500. 


The longer a carpet is used in the 


coiners' department at the United States 
mint the more it is worth. Wear and 
tear do not diminish its value. Yester- 
day a thick woolen carpet that has been 
on the coiners' floor for seven years was 
taken up and carefully cremated. The 
precious ashes were scrupulously gath- 
ered together, as if they were the relics 
of some departed saint, and by an elab- 
orate refining process the government 
recovered 279 ounces of gold, worth ovei 
$o,500. Tho metal had been deposited 
there by the infimtebimal abrasions and 
disintegrations of the yellow metal while 
being converted from bullion into coin. 


Even the heavy gloves of the men who 


handle bullion are incinerated, and the 
gold is brought back to Undo Sam's cof- 
fers. Even tho smoke from the furnaces 
nsed for molting the metal is made to 
redeliver tho treasure with which is is 
trying to escape, and from the soot in 
the chimney cunning little bars of tho 
yellow btuft' are secured.—San Francisco 
Examiner.

Uy virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada,

Washoe county, do order us fellows: 


SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fejlows: 


SEC. 
9.—B^ery person, firm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cry, 
shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct such business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, that he or they shall be 
engaged in such buciness. twenty-five dollars i 
provided, however that any person may sell 
nt auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shippea in for the purpose of such 
sals] any such property in job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 


SKC. 2.—Section twentyfive of said ordi- 
nance is hereby amended so as to read as 
fellows: 


SBC. 
25 —Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having a fixed place of business 
and not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing in good*, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any calling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license ol 
three dollars. 
*

commissioners, of Washoe county, held on 
Monday the 4tli, day of September, 1893. by 
tho following vote.

The three electric locomotives being 


constructed by the General Electric 
company to haul cars >through the Belt 
railroad tunnel are nearly completed. 
The machinery is about finished, and 
the generators are well xinder way. 
The 


locomotives will be of 1,200 horsepower 
each and will consist of three separate 
trucks coupled together to form one 
motor. The weight on drivers will be 
100 tons, and the number of drivers to 
each locomotive will be IS. The maxi- 
mum weight of freight trains to be 
hauled is placed at 1,200 tons, which can 
be earned at a speed of 15 miles an hour; 
maximum weight of passenger train, 
500 tons; speed, 30 miles an hour. 


Each axle of the locomotive has mount- 


ed upon it a gearless motor flexibly con- 
nected to the driving wheels, and means 
are provided for controlling the motors 
and commutating them, so that high ef- 
ficiency can be attained at nearly all rates 
of speed by running the motors either in 
series, multiple series or multiple, ac- 
cording to the load to be hauled and 
speed desired. The current will be sup' 
plied to the motors from the generators 
by the regular trolley wire, with ground 
return through the rails. Where switches 
and sidings occur special arrangements 
will be made to prevent the trolley by 
any chance from jumping the wire.— 
Daltimore American.

Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp I'. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Hugh: 
calls the horses to pokt. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jocko.ts or others having- 
care of the animal, that do notsend the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 
1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two dajs preceding the race, before S 
o'clock P, M. 


ThofiO who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before tho race at 0 i>. M. 


Horses entered in inirseH can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age und eex of the horse, and tha 
weight and colors of tho rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the hori>e, with (he weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent iuteresta to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated, con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that ha\o won prior to .September 1st shall 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to nil races unlcs* 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
tie paid prior to weighing tho jockey out. 


Where there in more 1 hun one entry by one 
person, or in one intercut, the particular 
lorse they are to start must be named by 6 
. u. of the day preceding the race. 
No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to ail Trotting and Pacing race* 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


AH Trotting and Pacing purges divided at 
the rate of GO, SO and 10 per cent.

The Board reserves the right to trot beat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
nnish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between beats. 


When toss than the required number of 
starters appear they may content for the 
entrance money, to be divided tut follows 
66% to the tfrirt and S3J-S to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, tho entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Paciflo Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with the*e> 
conditions.
